Mr*  Chairman,  Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I present  herewith  my  Report  on  the  Health  of  the  District  during  196I0 


VITAL  STATISTICS 

Population 

The  Registrar  General’s  estimate  for  mid-'196l  amounted  to  10,410  personso 
This  figure  approaches  the  prelimineoiT’  Census  figure  of  April  that  year 
amounting  to  10,679  personso  The  final  Census  Report  is  still  awaitedo 

Births  and  Deaths 


The  Standardised  Birth  Rate  showed  a small  increase  to  l4o03  per  I5OOO 
population,  but  is  still  below  the  National  average  of  17o4o  On  the  other 
hand  the  Standardised  Death  Rate  at  II0O3  approached  the  National  average  of 
12.0  per  1,000  population. 


NOT IFI ABIE  DISEASES 

A small  outbreak  of  Measles  was  notified  early  in  the  year. 


GENERAL  HEALTH 


Water  Supply 

A proposal  to  develop  land  adjacent  to  the  Laywell  Spring  source  of 
water  was  dealt  with  at  a Public  Inquiry  in  November,  1961. 

Drainage 

Progress  was  made  with  various  schemes  to  relieve  flooding  arising 
from  overloaded  sewers  and  storm  water  drains,  but  a proposal  for  stopping 
any  foul  sewage  at  all  from  reaching  the  outer  harbour  from  properties  mainly 
in  Fore  Street  was  impracticable  owing  to  the  hig^  cost  involved.  Proposals 
were  also  laid  before  the  Council  to  pump  foul  sewage  from  the  public  toilets 
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at  Breakwater  Beach  into  the  main  sewer  in  Berry  Head  Road,  to  stop  it  discharging 
into  the  sea  off  Breakwater  Beach, 

Health  Education 

During  the  year  Members  of  the  Council  accompanied  by  the  Medical  Officer  . 
of  Health  attended  a Sessionad  Meeting  of  the  Royal  Society  of  Health  in  Exeter, 

The  future  of  Public  Health,  and  Employment  for  the  Handicapped,  including  morally 
and  socially  handicapped  persons  was  discussed.  Visits  were  also  made  to  a 
hospital,  an  old  peoples’  home,  and  to  a modern  waterworks. 

Riparian  Health 

In  November,  196I,  the  Public  Health  Committee  was  informed  of  difficulty 
in  finding  time  to  carry  out  routine  inspections  of  ships  entering  the  Harbour 
Limits,  The  Ministry  of  Health  had  already  written  commenting  upon  the  absence 
of  shipping  inspections  during  the  previous  two  years.  During  I96I  five  inspections 
were  done. 

National  Assistance  Acts,  19^8  and  1931 

No  action  was  necessary  during  1961, 


In  conclusion  I wish  to  thank  the  Members  of  the  Council  as  well  as  my 
colleagues  on  the  staff  for  their  eissistance  during  the  year.

GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES  FOR  BRIXHAM 
LABORATORY  SERVICE 


Laboratory  facilities  for  the  bacteriological  examination  of  pathological 
specimens,  samples  of  milk,  water,  ice  cream  and  shell  fish,  are  provided  by 
the  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service,  at  Bradninch  Place,  Gandy  Street,  Exeter* 
(Telephone:  Exeter  5^959)* 

In  emergency,  certain  (medical)  specimens  can  be  examined  at  the  Laboratory 
of  the  Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay* 

The  chemicad  analysis  of  water  and  other  samples  is  undertaken  by 
Dr*  Cedric  V*  Reynolds,  Public  Analyst,  1 Barnfield  Crescent,  Exeter.  (Exeter 

72836). 

COUNTY  COUNCIL  HEALTH  SERVICES 


The  following  are  some  of  the  County  Council  Services,  provided  in  accordance 
with  the  National  Health  Service  Act,  19^*  Full  details  can  be  obtained  from 
the  County  Medical  Officer,  45,  St.  Davids  Hill,  Exeter. 

Home  and  Domestic  Help 

This  Service  aims  to  provide  essential  domestic  help  in  cases  of  maternity, 
sickness,  convalescence,  old  age  and  infirmity,  or  in  ainy  emergency  in  a house- 
hold due  to  illness.  The  service  is  not  free,  but  householders,  if  unable  to 
pay  the  full  charges,  are  assessed  according  to  their  means. 

The  Home  Help  Organiser  for  the  District  is  Mrs.  M.R.  Powell,  Women’s 
Voluntary  Service,  The  Scala  Hall,  Market  Street,  Brixham  (Saturdays  10  a.m.  - 
1 p.m.)  Telephone  Churston  8l423* 

Home  Nursing,  Midwifery,  Health  Visiting  and  Welfare  Centre 

There  are  three  Nurses  and  one  Health  Visitor.  A Child  Welfare  Clinic  is 
held  at  the  Clinic,  Greenswood  Road,  Brixham,  on  Tuesday  afternoons. 

(Telephone:  Brixham  3374). 

Ambulance  Service 

The  Service  is  under  the  general  direction  of  the  County  Medical  Officer, 
but  the  locail  administration  is  carried  out  by  the  Brixham  St.  John  Ambulance 
and  Nursing  Brigade,  under  an  agency  agreement  with  the  Devon  County  Council. 
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Since  the  summer  of  a Radio  Control  Centre  for  the  Ambulance 

Service  was  opened  and  doctors  requiring  an  ambulance  are  advised  to 
telephone  this  Centre  at  Torquay  895^5 • However  it  is  still  permissable 
to  telephone  the  local  Ambulance  Station  at  Brixham  3065o 

Except  in  emergency  an  ambulance  should  be  ordered  by  a Medical 
Practitionero 

Mental  Health

HOSPITAL  SERVICES 


The  Brixham  Hospital  has  23  beds,  l8  of  which  are  general  medical  and 
surgical;  and  5 maternity;  and  is  managed  by  the  Torquay  Hospital  Management 
Committee*  The  District  is  also  served  by  the  Torbay  Hospital,  Torquay. 

MEDICAL  AND  DENTAL  SERVICES 


There  are  7 General  Medical  Practitioners  together  with  2 Dentists 
in  Practice  at  Brixham. 

OID  PEOPLE'S  WELFARE 


Splendid  work  on  behalf  of  old  people  is  cao'ried  out  in  Brixham.  One 
of  the  Orgamisations  concerned  is  the  Brixham  Old  People's  Welfaire  Committee 
which  includes  Friendly  Visiting,  A Good  Companions  Club,  a Chiropody  Service 
(assisted  by  a grant  from  the  Devon  County  Coimcil),  and  a Meels-on-Wheels 
Service  amongst  its  activities.  This  latter  service  commenced  in  May,  1961, 
end  now  delivers  meals  on  five  days  a week.  Supplemented  by  County  and  Local 
grants,  a two-course  meal  is  provided  at  a cost  of  one  and  sixpence  to  the 
recipients.  The  meals  are  cooked  at  a local  cafe,  and  delivered  by  volunteers. 

Laywell  Old  People's  Home  caters  for  residents  of  both  sexes,  27  in  all. 

It  is  owned  and  managed  by  Brixham  Old  People's  Housing  Association  Ltd.  Any 
resident  unable  to  meet  the  whole  cost  of  his  upkeep  there  may  apply  for 
financial  assistance  from  the  Devon  County  Council  Welfaure  Department. 

The  "Home  from  Home"  atmosphere  at  Laywell  is  enhanced  by  its  siting, 
character  and  aunenities.

WATER  SUPPLY 


PUBLIC  Soiirce  of  Supply 

A bulk  supply  of  Moorland  Water  is  obtained  from  Paignton  Urban  District 
Council,  and  this  is  augmented  from  the  Laywell  Spring  situated  in  Higher  Brixham, 

There  are  three  service  reservoirs,  at  Billhead  (525»000  gallons),  Alston 
(1,000,000  gallons),  and  Laywell  (326,000  gallons).  The  Laywell  reservoir  supplies 
the  low  level  area  of  the  town  and  Billhead  and  Alston  reservoirs  the  higher 
parts  of  the  town. 

Quantity 

During  I96I  the  supply  was  satisfactory.  The  following  table  summarises

During  I96I  the  highest  average  yield  from  the  Laywell  Spring  was  over 
5OO9OOO  gallons  daily  in  Janu£u:*y«  The  lowest  daily  yield  was  1,41,000  gallons 
during  August.

Quality 

All  the  water  requires  treatment  before  issue  for  supply.  The  water 
from  Paignton  Urbsin  District  Council  has  already  been  filtered  and  chlorinated 
before  delivery  at  Brixham,  and  raw  water  from  the  laywell  Spring  is 
chlorinated  at  the  Laywell  Reservoir, 

Bacteriological  water  samples  were  collected  from  the  public  mains  supply 
each  month,  and  the  results  showed  that  B,  coli  were  absent  in  100  ml.  in  each 
sample . 

No  samples  for  chemical  analysis  were  taken  during  I961, 

Laywell  Spring 

During  196 1 application  by  a builder  to  develop  a housing  estate  and 
construct  roads  on  land  immediately  adjacent  to  Laywell  Spring  was  rejected  on 
the  grounds  that  such  development  would  jeopardize  the  purity  of  water  at  the 
Spring  which  is  one  of  the  main  sources  of  water  in  Brixham,  The  applicant 
appealed  against  this  decision  and  a Public  Inquiry  was  held  in  November 5 and 
at  the  end  of  the  year  the  Minister’s  decision  was  still  awaited, 

PRIVATE  Sources  of  Supply 

There  are  nearly  70  properties  served  by  privare  sources  of  supply,  mainly 
in  that  part  of  the  Urban  District  situated  between  Southdown,  Hillhead  and 
Kingswear,  Plans  have  been  formulated  for  supplying  part  of  this  area  with  a 
main  water  supply. 


REFUSE  COLLECTION  AND  DISPOSAL 

The  Refuse  Collection  system  was  re-organised  on  October  30th  1961, 

Domestic  refuse  is  collected  once  weekly,  and  an  unlimited  number  of 
bins  are  emptied  free  of  charge.  If  an  addi tonal  collection  is  required 
during  the  week,  a charge  will  be  made  of  sixpence  per  bin  collected.  Fonts 
of  application  are  supplied  at  the  Town  Hall, 

Trade  refuse  is  also  collected  once  weekly,  but  only  one  free  bin  is 
allowed.  All  other  bins  are  charged  at  sixpence  per  bin  emptied.  Arrangements 
can  be  made  for  a second  collection  of  trade  refuse  (no  free  bin)  on  receipt 
of  an  application  form,  supplied  at  the  Town  Hall, 

Prepayment  of  charges  for  emptying  bins  is  made  by  use  of  "sticker”  labels, 
supplied  at  the  Town  Hall® 

Sharkham  Point  Refuse  Tip 

Controlled  tipping  of  refuse  takes  place  into  an  old  quarry  situated  on 
the  Northern  slope  of  the  point  above  St,  Mary’s  Bay,

I am  pleased  to  say  that  a decision  was  taken  in  December,  1961,  to  relieve 
the  Public  Health  Inspector  of  drain  testing  by  the  appointment  of  a Drainage 
and  Building  Inspector o This  will  give  the  Public  Health  Inspector  more  time  for 
other  public  health  duties© 

The  Council  was  unable  to  make  any  improvements  during  1961,  to  the  office 
accommodation  which  is  very  cramped© 

Drainage  Inspections

SECTION  E 

RIPARIAN  HEALTH  DISTRICT  OF  BRIXHAM,  196I  - (SUMMARISED) 

The  above  Report  was  submitted  to  the  Ministry  of  Health  in  March,  1962. 

A total  of  1,209  ships  with  a nett  tonnage  of  225»^7^  tons  entered  the  Area, 
an  increase  of  366  vessels  over  the  previous  year.  Four  routine  inspections,  for 
nuisances  were  carried  out  by  the  Medical  Officer  of  Health,  end  the  Public  Health 
Inspector  visited  one  ship  and  arranged  for  a bacteriological  test  on  the 
drinking  water  storage  tank.  The  result  was  satisfactory. 

Two  cases  of  illness  aboard  ship  were  reported  and  received  treatment  from 
a loceQ.  General  Medical  Practitioner. 

Arising  from  a report  of  suspected  smallpox  aboard  a liner  which  entered 
Torbay,  off  Brixham,  to  pick  up  a *London’  pilot,  in  February,  196I , the  crew  of 
the  Pilot  Cutter  were  re-vaccinated  beforehand.  The  liner  was  also  boarded  by 
Medical  Officers  from  the  Port  of  London  Health  Authority. 
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
